Notonly do they report, and 
pf course, truthfully,.everything 
that is of interest to Catholics, 
but they will investigate the 
truth of reports sent by the rep- 
resentatives of the secular press. 
Today practically al] Catholic 
newspapers of the country carry 
this service.

Professor Yon was born and reared 
in Italy and is now an American citi- 
zen. For a time he was assistant 
organist at the Vatican. Prior to his 
acceptance of the position of organist 
at St. Patrick’s, New York, he was 
organist at St. Vincent Ferrer church, 
New York, and was succeeded there 
by his brother, Professor Constantino

Tulsa, Okla.—Plans for the rebuild-

| “*The law is not the only source 
‘from which rights are derived, nor is 
the law the only standard of morality. 
| “There is not in the world today « 
‘civilized nation which has not emis 
‘bodied in its Constitution this prin 
ciple, holding as self-evident the fact 
that there are rights and duties which 
go before and are superior.to human 
law, and that upon these rights and 
duties, human law, itself, properly 
stands, 

“Admitting this principle, you must 
admit that it is not impossible for a 
law to be incompatible with the con- 
science of a citizen; and that, if such 
a case, the citizen cannot, In con- 
‘science, obey such a law, but he is 
‘bound to seek, by every licit means, to 
bring about its amendment. Citizens 
‘who act in this manner are not to be 
‘censured by anyone, and certainly not 
by those who are in authority. 
| “This is precisely the situation in 
‘which we find ourselves and, there- 
| fore, our refusal to submit to the law, 
‘and our petition for its amendment, 
both of which are strictly in aceard- 
‘ance with the Constitution, cannot be 
called rebellion, nor is anyone justi- 
fied in attributing ulterior motives to
